Quislings Call 
RAF Bombers 
"Murder Planes7 


London, Sept. 26 — (/P)— Striking 
at a moment of rising Axis dissen- 
sion in Norway and violent new an- 
ti-German outbreaks in Oslo, the 
RAF made a daring daylight as- 
sault upon Nazi headquarters 
in 


the Norwegian capital 
yesterday 


and sent the followers of Vidkun 
Quisling's puppet regime scurying 
to cover from a nearby rally. 


Four raiding 
British bombers 
swept in low and 
dropped 
their 
bombs from about 100 feet altitude 
to score hits on Gestapo buildings, 
the air miiistry announced. 
One 


British plane was lost and the air 
ministry said tartly that 'German 
allegations that three of the at- 
tacking bombers were hot down 
confirms the effects of the attack." 
Quisling, who 
had 
summoned 


members of his Nationalist Social- 
ist party to the rally in Norway in 
the effort to quell discontent, de- 
nounced the raid in an address be- 
fore his followers today as one by 
"RAF murder planse." 


Stockholm dispatches reported 
that another flight of 25 planes, be- 
lieved to be British, swept Thurs- 
day night across the Swedish west 
coast, which might well be in the 
region southeast of Oslo. 


THe Germans, who have shown 
increasing nervousness at develop- 
ments in Scandinavia, immediately 
pounced upon this i n c i d e n t to 
broadcast a tirade against what it 
called "the latest violation of Swed- 
ish neutrality by British bombers." 
The Swedish Nazis lost the last 
one of their five seats out of the 
country's several hundred. 


With strategically located Nor- 
way commanding heightened attne- 
tion from both the British and the 
G e r m a n s, official Norwegian 
sources said in London that Quis- 
ling's party was so badly split that 
Gen. Nikolaus Von 
Falkenhorst,

Showdown on 
Parity Looms 
for Next Week 


Washington, Sept. 26— (/P)— Farm 


block leaders insisted today on 
forcing a showdown next week on 
a proposal to jack up the levels 
controlling .agricultural prices de- 
spite administration , claims a com- 
promise would be adopted. 


Senator Thomas (D-Okla) 
said 
that despite any "half-way" peace 
moves the administration might 
make, he would demand a senate 
vote on an amendment to the anti- 
inflation bill raising the basis of 
parity pices by about 12 percent 
to include the. cost of farm labor. 
Thomas held a temporary par- 
liamentary advantage requiring a 
vote first on the amendment hi 
and Senator Hatch (D-N.M.) offer- 
ed before a compromise proposal 
submitted by Democratic .Leader 
Barkley (Ky.) could be brought up 
for a roll call. BarRley indicated 
a vote might come Monday when 
the Senate reconvenes after a week 
end recess it began yesterday af- 
ternoon. 


Conceding that the Thomas pro- 
posal might carry, Barkley said he 
was confident it would be supplant- 
ed immediately by his amendment. 
The latter would leave the parity 
standard undisturbed but would di- 
rect President Roosevelt to 
lift 
individual price ceiling where they 
did not reflect returns to the pro- 
ducers which took into account in- 
creased labor and other costs . 
the farm. 


"I think we have the votes to 
adopt this compromise," 
Barkley 
said. 


Senator Brown (D-Mich) one of 
the authors of the bill to direct 
President 
Roosevelt to stabilize 


prices, wages and salaries, said he 
was not optimistic about the out- 
come. 


"I hope we have them licked," 
he said, "but I am not so sure. 
I believe we will be in better shape 
for votes Monday, when the coun- 
try has been heard from on this 
question, than we are today."

Stimson Not 
Likely to 
Change Mind 


—Washington

Washington, Sept. 26 — (/P)— War 
Department officials, who would 
not be quoted by name, promised 
today that consideration would be 
given the offer of Joe Louis and 
Billy Conn to go through with their 
heavyweight title fight without pay 
of any kind. 


Little optimism was 
apparent, 
however, that Secretay of War 
Stimson was likely to alter yester- 
day's decision cancelling the pro- 
posed October 12 fight with the ex- 
planation it would conflict with 
"the standards and interests of the 
army." 


The latest proposal to fight en- 
tirely for the benefit of the army 
relief fund must be in a definite, 
written form before being submit- 
ted to Stimson for a decision, it 
was indicated. 


Louis, Conn and Promoter Mike 
Jacobs said last night they were 
willing to waive the original ar- 
rangement to deduct $135,451 from 
the gate to meet the fighters' obli- 
gations, largely to Jacobs. 


Washington, Sept. 26 — (/P)—Army 
circles didn't think there was much 
chance today that War Secretary 
Stimson would change his mind 
about cancelling the Joe Louis- 
Billy Conn bout, in spite of the of- 
fer of the two soldier heavyweights 
and promoter Mike Jacobs to stage 
the fight "for nothing." 


The heavyweight champion and 
his No. 1 challenger made the of- 
fer last night, several hours after 
Stimson had called off the Oct. 12 
bou with the statement that "the 
standards and interests 
of 
the 
Army do not permit the proposed 
contest to be carried out." 


Both Sergeant Joe and Corporal 
Billy thought it was "a shame" 
that the $30,000 worth of tickets 
already sold for the tussle would 
have to be turned back "instead 
of goind to Army Emergency Re- 
lief." 


Jacobs, who had been requested 
by the War Department to promote 
the fight originally, 
immediately 
added that if permission were re- 
ceived under the offer of the fight- 
ers, he would even be willing to 
"bankroll" the fight, "which 
is 
something no one has done up 
now." 


Earlier Jacobs had 
explained 
that War Boxing, Inc., the organ- 
ization the war department had 
named to run the bout, was sup- 
posed to have financed the show 
for $75,000, but that this had never 
been done and that he had paid 
$15,000 in promotional and 
ticket 
expenses for the organization. 


Stimson's cancellation 
of

fight followed several hours of con- 
ferences with Major General A. D. 
Surles, head of the Army's public 
relations' and various members of 
War Boxing, Inc. one of the "de- 
tails" was the $135,451.53 which the 
war department had promised the 
fighters were to get to pay certain 
of their debts.
